RCMP radar crews 


keep streets safe 


You can give them dirty 
looks, call them dirty names, 
thumb your nose at them, but 
you also have to remember 
that without them, your 
children probably wouldn’t 
be safe on the streets of St, 
Albert, 

They would be at the 
mercy of the speed mer- 
chants who get their thrills 
through a wheel in their 
hands and from the sound of 
rubber burning against 
pavement, 

The Town of St, Albert 
set the limit at which motor 
vehicles could move along 
its streets, they are only 
there to see that the rules 
are obeyed, 

These men, members of 
the St, Albert detachment of 
the RCMP, patrol thestreets 
with radar, a device that 
will not be disturbed by 
darkness, snow, rain, sleet, 
fog or smoke, 

The Gazette travelled with 
these referees of the road 
for an afternoon last week, 
We joined them on Grosven= 
or Blvd. where Const, Jack 
Reader was operating the 
radar and Const, Mike Ham- 
pel was in the interceptor 
vehicle a short ways ahead, 

Const, Reader wasted 
little time in explaining the 
picture to us, 

A motorist broke over the 
hill and he showed us the 
indicator where the speed 


was recorded, When it 
reached its high point, he 
pressed the button on the 
end of the cord he held in 
his hand and the indicator 
locked with the speed regis- 
tering. 

Const, Reader said the 
unit had three ranges, 250, 
500 and 1000 feet. He said 
this enabled them to set up 
a trap so that they could 
get a reading before the 
motorist would notice them, 

He said, however, that at 
times they had the light 
flashing and still nabbed 
some motorists breaking 
the limit, 

Some of the new sets used 
by the highway patrol areso 
strong they can take read- 
ings up to half a mile away, 
One man can easily handle 
a trap like this as he can 
take the reading and still 
have lots of time to get out 
of his car and flag down 
the speeder, 

Motorists coming from 
the oppositedirection 
needn’t think they are safe 
from the radar’s eye, When 
they are past theradar car, 
it’s eye will be on them, 
If they increase speed and 
soar over the limit, the 
chase will be on, 

When two cars approach 
necksandeneck on a two- 
lane road, there is a slight 
fluctuation in the radar set 
which enables it to pick out 
the faster car,

This doesn’t mean that 
one will get caught and the 
other will get off, Const. 
Reader explained, because 
to be going almost neck- 
and-neck means they are 
travelling at pretty wellthe 
same speed and they can be 
charged accordingly. 

While we were sitting 
talking, Const, Mike Hampel 
in the interceptor car was 
called away, A few minutes 
later Const, Reader clocked 
a motorist at 38 m.p.h He 
was out behind him and had

“In town it’s eight m.p.h,

the radar sets 


If you get a chance to buy 
a radar detector, save your 
money, They’re not really 
that effective. 

That’s the word from a 
man on the other end of the 
radar, Const, Jack Reader 
of the St, Albert detachment 
of the RCMP, 

“You can’t really say they 
don’t work,’’ Const, Reader 
said. ‘They do, But to be 
effective they have to be 
within the range of our radar 
By the time they start beep- 
ing, we usually already have 
their speed recorded,"’ 

Const. Reader said about 
the only time the detector 
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would be effective would be 
when a motorist was coming 
onto the main highway froma 
side road, He would know 
before pulling out whether 
he was in the range of a 
radar trap, 


Staff Sgt. Ken Williams, 
head of the St. Albert 
detachment, said the same 
company that makes the 
radar sets also makes the 
detectors, 

And it has now gone one 
step further, It is making 
detectors to detect the radar 
detectors, 

They are illegal, you know, 


with children, Then we might 
knock it down to six or even 
five.’’ 

Actually, that’s not the 
only break the motorist gets, 
The machine itself allows 
for a tolerance of two miles 
per hour, 

If a motorist hits right on 
what the radar operator has 
set as the tolerance, he will 
be pulled over and issued a 
warning. If he is over that, 
he is issued a ticket. 

Most of the speeders in St, 
Albert are caught on Gros- 
venor Blvd, and Grandin 
Road in Grandin Park, Sun 
set Blvd, in Sturgeon and on 
the St, Albert Trail, 

The RCMP receive come 
plaints about speeding in 
crescents but this usually 
doesn’t involve speed. The 
speed limit is 30 m.p.h, and 
no one usually exceeds that 
{in a crescent. 

Common sense, however, 
{s the big factor here. 

“There’s no way they 
should come even close to 
the speed limit in most cres- 
cents,’’ Const, Reader sald, 

"If they do they leave them- 
selves open to a charge of 
careless driving.’’ 


him pulled over within 150 
yards, 

As he had been right on 
the eight m.p.h, tolerance, 
Const, Reader just issued a 
warning. The motorist, how 
ever, was disturbed that his 
speedometer might be out, 
He asked to go through the 
radar again at 30 m.p,h, He 
did and the radar locked in 
at 38, 

“A lot of motorists are 
like that,’’ Const, Reader 
sald, ‘‘They’re concerned 
that their speedometers may

This is the one-eyed spy 
that spills the goods on 
Speeding motorists, It has 
replaced the time speed trap 
because of its portability 
and because in the time 
Speed trap, an alert motor- 
ist can slam on the brakes, 
rip up the lines, and beat 
the rap, 
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be out. Many just admit 
they’ve been speeding, But 
there are others, about 20 
per cent, that get quite up- 
set, They are very indignant 
and sometimes get quite 
belligerent, ’’ 

Const, Reader said many 
people who have received 
tickets at one time or 
another will set up signs 
warning motorists of the 
radar trap, Some have even 
followed them around to 
watch them set up so they 
could warn others, 

Shortly after Const, Ham- 


Can the 


radar 
he wrong 


A motorist may often ask, 
isn’t it possible that the 
radar may be wrong. 

Yes, it is possible, but 
hardly likely. 

When setting up a speed 
trap, the interceptor car will 
take one or two runs through 
the trap to check the radar 
against its speedometer, 

Then the operator of the 
radar will pass atuning fork 
in front of the set as a further 
check, This tuning fork is set 
up to register 35 m.p,h, Ifit 
doesn’t, the radar won't be 
used until the crew finds out 
what the trouble Is, 

When a trap ts beingclos- 
ed down, whether for theday 
or just to move to another 
location, this process is re~ 
peated, 

If at that time it is found 
that there is some malfunc- 
tion in the set, charges 
against motorists laid dur- 
tng the period of operation 
would probably be withdrawn, 

There would be no point 
in taking them to court if 
evidence couldn’t be sworn 
that they were breaking the 
Speed limit according to a 
soundly working radar set, 
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pel returned and again os 
up his position at the bottom 
of the hill, 

The radar operator must 
always have the interceptor 
car in sight. This is so 
that when a speeder is 
clocked, the man in the 
radar car will be able to 
see the speeder flagged 
down, eliminating any poss- 
ibility that the wrong car 
could be intercepted, 

With motorists obeying all 
the rules for the next half 
hour on Grosvenor Blvd., 
the radar team elected to 
move to Grandin Road, sett- 
ing up to catch speeders 
coming up the hill from 
the shopping centre, 


Const. Reader explained 
the interplay between the 
two cars. 

When a motorist is 


clocked at or over the tol- 
erance level, Const, Reader 
will radio ahead ‘‘Stop the 
next one’’ and give the speed, 
indicating if it is near the 
tolerance level whether it 


is to be a warning or a 
ticket. 
Meanwhile, he will write 


down the licence number, 
make and color of car, and 
the time the offence occur- 
red, 

The man in the intercep- 
tor will advise the motorist 
that he has been clocked by 
radar at a certainspeed and 
will issue a warning or 
write out a ticket, which- 
ever is appropriate for the 
case, 

If writing out a ticket, 
he will call back for the» 
exact time of the offence 
and at that time supply the 
radar operator with any par~ 
ticulars, licence number, 
make, color, ete., that he 
may have missed, 

It was an interchange that 
was to take place fourtimes 
during the time the Gazette 
team remained on the scene, 


“You get so you can pretty 
well tell with the eye just 
how much acar is goingover 
the speed limit, or even just 
how fast it is going,’’ Const, 
Reader said, looking {ntothe 
rear-view mirror, ‘I'd say 
that one breaking over the 
hill would be doing about 
20,”’ 

He was dead on, 

“We never do it that way, 
though,’’ hesaidwithasmile- 
“Tt doesn’t hold up too well in 
court.’’ 


Although it may seem to & 


many motorists that the 
local detachment has its ra- 
dar unit out every day, it just 
isn’t so, 

‘We don’t have the mane 
power for it. Sometimes, 
however, if general duties 
are light, someone may take 
the marked car out alone and 
do a little radar work,’’ 
Const, Reader sald. 

Const. Reader sald the 
radar operation, how to hook 
it up, etc,, can be explained 
to anew member in15 min- 
utes, After that it is simply 
a matter of pressing the 
button,
